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REMARKS 

Claims 1-31 are pending in the application. Claims 7-31 are cancelled. Claim 1 is 
amended. Claims 32-37 are new. 

Claims 1-8 were found to be allowable. Claims 9-15 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
Section 103(a) as being compatible over Foster. Claims 16-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
Section 103(a) as being compatible over Foster in view of Kamal. Claims 25-31 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. Section 103(a) as being compatible over Hoyt in view of Foster. 

In order to expedite prosecution of the application, the rejected claims are being cancelled 
without acquiescing to the rejections. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the subject matter of 
the rejected claims in a continuation application. 

To more distinctly claim Applicant's invention, claim 1 has been amended to recite the 
limitations of claim 7. New Claim 32 recites the limitations of claim 8 with the subject matter of 
claim 1. New claims 33-37 correspond to claims 2-6. No new matter is added. 

Information Disclosure Statement
